The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "170" has been used to designate both remote client and 
dc plant and reference US 2004/102872 does not correspond to Schick et al. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2,3,5-7,9,11-19,21-35 are allowed. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 2,3 and 7 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of an a data gathering unit operable to gather a voltage and a current reading 
from any of at least one rectifier associated with the DC plant.. It is these limitations 
found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 5-6 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of an testing logic operable to receive feedback from the user and simulate a 
commercial power failure at a site associated with the AC and DC plants. It is these 
limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the inclusion of the limitations 
of an wherein the alarm logic is operable to signal a minor alarm responsive to a portion 
of the periodically updated information being outside initial acceptable data points, and 
operable to signal a major alarm responsive to a portion of the periodically updated 
information being outside final acceptable data points. It is these limitations found in 
each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, 
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taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over 
the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 19, 1 1 -1 8 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of an simulation logic operable to simulate a power failure at a site 
associated with a DC plant. It is these limitations found in each of the claims, as they 
are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 28, 21-27 is the inclusion of the 
method steps of simulating a power failure at a site associated with the DC plant; and 
monitoring the DC plant for operating conditions during the power failure. It is these 
steps found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not 
been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 29-35 is the inclusion of the 
method step of simulating a power failure at a site associated with the DC plant; It is this 
step found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art.
